R.- Davis, the firm's 
Chitago attortiey, and “that -he would 
méet' the receiver at’ his office, 256 
Broadway. Mr.*Ross, said that he had 
telegraphed Mr. ‘Davis to.come to New 
York ‘because of, thé® latter's assertion 
that Louis M. Kardos Sr., reputed to be 
wealthy, would probably come to the 
firm’s assistance, Mr. Kardos Sr. was 
succeeded by his son as head of the 
firm about a year ago, Mr. Ross said, 
and is now’ in charge-of the firm’s of- 
‘fice at. Hamburg, Germany. 

John Burke, former Treasurer of the 
United States, who was a member of the 
firm, was not examined further. 
said that Mr. Kahn would apply to have 
Jay A. Greenwald joined in the. action 
against Kardos & Burke. 


Attorney Contradicts Greenwald. 


Mr, , Ross contradicted published re- 

rts in which: Mr. Greenwald denied 
membership, ‘and ‘said. that @ contract of 
partnership had been signed Jast Fall 
and that thé partnership wag announced 
to the firm's 250 employes by Bentamiu 
Wurtzel, the production manager, at 
their dance. on the eleventh floor of 32 
Broadway, according to Harold C. Bame, 
controller of the firm,. who said he was 
present. Mr. Ross said Mr. Greenwala 
had no right to announce: his with- 
drawalj as he said he ~did two weeks 
ago, and contended that withdrawal 
from. a partnership could be effected 
only by formal dissolution and publica- 
tion of the fact so that the creditors 
could be protected. 

Norman Baer of 320 Broadway repre- 
sented Mr. Greenwald at the conference 
with the receiver. He said Ke might is, 
sue a: statement in his client's behalf to- 
day. 

Insurance policies for $1,000 each, 
carried for 200 employes under the grour 
plan, were said to have lapsed because 
of failure of the firm to pay the pre- 
miums. Employes informed the receiver 
yesterday that the,’ run ’’on the firm by 
customers had lasted for a month and 
that ten additional ‘‘ runners” were 
hired. to expedite stock transfers. 

Receiver Stephenson made public yes- 
terday a confidential memoraridum 
which «he found among the firm's 
papers, which purported to be a state- 
ment of the firm’s financial - condition 
on Sept. 30, 1921, and showed a surplus 
of more than $1,500,000. The memo- 
randum was marked -in one corner, 
‘* Por personal »use of Mr..L,.. M. Kardos 
Jr. and Mr, John Burke. E, and O. E.’’ 
Mr. Ross explained the initials as mean- 
ing ‘‘ errors and omissions excepted."’ 

The statement was sworn to aad 
signed by ‘two auditors and the firm’s 
controller. ‘Di ing the statement, 
one employe told the receiver that 
*‘ much water had run under tae. bridge 
since that time.””

Accepts Federal Decree Against 
Interference With Freedom 
of Employment. 


HAD FACED PROSECUTION 


or Ban on Non-Union Goods 
‘to Be Permitted. 


SHACKLES OFF EMPLOYERS 


Negotiations Conducted by Hayward 
—American Federation of Labor 
Not Consulted. 


A consent decree, drawn and signed jn 
Washington, yesterday established new 
working rules for approximately 119,000 
members of the Bricklayers, Masons and 
Plasterers’ International Union of Amer- 
ica. These new rules are directly op-’ 
posed to many of the rules of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor 

The decree followed a conference with 
Attorney General Daugherty with the 
leaders of the union. It will be entered 
in the United States Court in New York 
within a few days. 

The work of preparing a ‘decree that 
would be accepted by ‘more than fifty 
representatives of the various locals 
throyghout the United States and by the 
Government followed research and in- 
quiry on the part of the Federal officials 
for nearly four months., 

Threat of prosecution, with the poss!- 
ble indictment and imprisonment of 
those engaging in conspiractes to curtail 
production, to force payments on ques- 
tionable claims, to prevent the full meas- 
ure of service on the part of workmen, 
to attack those out of favor with the 
union, to order that supplies be pur- 
chased from favored firms, and the like, 
was the first step taken by the Govern- 
ment. The conviction and imprisonment 
of several persons charged with vpolation 
of the Sherman law, the voluntary disin- 
tegration of illegal combinations and the 
pending trials of others operated favor- 
ably in obtaining the consent of the 
union to discugs the matter with the 
authorities. 


Hayward Conducts Messen mn 

Colonel William Hayward,’ “eonieaa ts 
States Attorney, was asaigned to carry 
on this work. There were many confer- 
ences in the office of Coionel Hayward 
and elsewhere in this jurisdiction and 
many trips to Washington to. obtain the 
advice of the Attorney General, Almost 
from the outset the representatives of 
the union indicated a willingness to ac- 
cept a settlement of the jifferences be- 
tween the union and the Goverfiment. 
But the question of preparing’a decree 
that would meet with the approval of 
the members of the various locals wags 
difficult. As finally prepared the decreé 
rrovides in brief: 

1—There is to be no limit to the pro- 
ouctive capacity of the individual work- 
man within the working day or any 
cther time. 

2—There jis to be no limit upon the 
right of the employers to purchase their 
material wherever and whehever and 
from whoever ‘they may. choose, wheth- 
er these materials be union-made or 
otherwise. — 

3—There is:to be no favoritism shown 
by organized labor toward employer or 
trade associations and no discrimina- 
tions are to be indulged in against the 
independent employer who may not be 
a member. of such an organization. 

4—The labor organization is not to be 
used, or permit itself to be used, by ma- 


tors as an instrument for the collection 
of debts, or enforcement of alleged 
claims. 

During the conferences the utmost 
vigilance was exercised to prevent aly 
information concerning the purpose of 
them from getting abroad. It was 
feared that if’ the American Federation 
learned what was going on it would 
make every cffort to stop the agree-

Explosion of Ten Tons at the 
McCook Ice Plant Shatters 
Windows of Trains. 


SHOCK FELT FIFTY MILES 


Sleepers Ghrown From Beds in 
a Dozen Small Towns—Dam- 
age May Reach $1,000,000.

CHICAGO, Feb. 24.—A quantity of 
dynamite, estimated at nearly ten tons, 
stored in a magazjne at the McCook, 
Ill., plant of the Consumers’ Ice Com- 
pany, exploded at 8:50 o’clock tonight, 
shaking Chicago, shattering glass within 
a radius of more than five miles and 
causing damage in excess of $1,000,000. 
The blast was felt as far north as Wau- 
kegan, fifty miles distant, and was espe- 
cially severe in the south part of Chi- 
cago, twelve miles away. Plate glass 
windows were smashed and _ houses 
rocked violently. 

First®reports were that the damaged 
places had been bombed by a terrorist 
gang. Residents of houses said they 
were hurled from their beds. 

There are twelve or fifteen small 
towns: near McCook. In all of them 
glass in homes and stores was shattered, 
chimneys were shaken down, doors were 
blown from their hinges and’ sleépers 
were thrown from thelr beds. Police 
stations were called by panic-stricken 
people,. who thought their ‘homes had 
been bombed.

LOSSES OF WOMEN 
DUPED BY LINDSAY 
PUT AT $600,000 


District Attorney Tells of Many 
Complaints From Alleged 
Victims. 


SOME WERE MADE POOR 


Widow With Four Children Says 
She Parted With $20,000 
Life Insurance.

A Guest at Social Gatherings, He 


Claimed Bankers as His 
Friends. 


Alfred .E. Lindsay, a former detective 
and strike-breaker, who was indicted in 
1918 on a charge of white slavery, ob- 
tained more than $6C0,000 on false repre- 
sentations from women in this ¢ity, ac- 
cording to a large number of complaints 
which his victims have made to the 
District Attorney’s office. 

Lindsay, 58 years old, red-faced and 
weighing 220 pounds, has been missing 
for several weeks since the investigation 
started. He succeeded in keeping the 
confidence of his victims, who were 
nearly all unprotected women, until a 
short time ago. -Lindsay’s claims of 
friendship with George F. Baker, the 
financier, were brought to Mr. Baker's 
attention. 
heard of Lindsay. Further investiga- 
tions followed, and’Lindsay disappeared. 
His victims, nearly all widows, un- 
married or divorced women, ranged in 
age from early youth to 75 years. Some 
of them have been made practically pen- 
niless by his operations. 

One woman told Assistant District At- 
torney Richard’ C. Murphy she had met 
Lindsay at a card party held by a wo- 
man who is distantly related to the Van- 
derbilts and Harrimans. Anoth first 
met. him at a bridge table at the Ritsz- 
Carlton. <A. third said that, she had 
been introduced to him by a physician. 
Until recently. most of the women 
thought their investments were ‘pros- 
pering, as Lindsay frequently sent them 
small checks to represent interest or 
profits. and often telephoned to them. 
‘Actress ‘Says. seo Was pie ap Ds 
Miss Cha@tober Wn. actress ltv- 
ing at the “Hotel Buckingham; told. As- 
sistant District Attorney .Murphy ‘that 
she had given $20,000 to Lindsay te in- 
vest in an ‘enterprise together with 
George F. Baker, Thomas W. Lamont, 
Charles E. Sabin, Percy A: Rockefeller, 
James A, Stillman and others. Lindsay 
represented to her that these and other 
great financiers met nightly at rooms in

Long, a clerk in the cable ‘room of the 
Bureau of Insular Affairs of ‘the War 
Department and a former soldier who 
had traveled around the. world as valet 
for Major Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, 
Was arrested this afternoon. and later 
confessed that he had written the death 
thééat lettérs sent to women leaders in 
Washington: society. 

The case presents one of the strangest 
psychological studiés with which opera- 
tives of thé force of William J. Burns, 
Chief of the. Bureau of Investigation of 
the Department of Justice, and of the 
Metropolitan Police Force have had to 
deal for some time, and is not with- 
out its elements of pathos.

To nearly all of them he had introduced 
himself through the medium of marriage 
advertisements and it was as his fiancée 
that he furéd each victim to his country

The interrogation began in the Palais 
de: Justice, Paris, on May 27, 1919, and 
lasted: for two years and five months. 
Landru was indicted: The indictment, 
or acte d’accusation, was composed of 
50,000 typewritten pages and over 7,000 
documents. To the various questions 
asked him .by the Juge d’Instruction, his 
invariable reply was: ‘‘ When you con- 
front me with proof, I shall know how 
to answer.’ 

The proof. was 4ll circumstantial ; there 
was no corpus delicti-only a bag of 
bones variously identified. 

The trial began in the © Versailles 
Assigzes on Nov. 7,. 1921, and lasted until 
Dec. 1,. when the jury found the de- 
fendant guilty of forty-nine of the fifty- 
two counts submitted, and the Judge 
gentenced him to the guillotine. 

During the trial several of his wo- 
men friends appeared and some of 
them testified in his behalf.

Louis Cardella Held for Madison 
Street Hold-Up After Being 
Hidden by Mother. 


TELLS OF SIX OTHER CRIMES 


Weunded Boy Gunman Says He 
Bought Pistol From a Mail 
Order House. 


The bandit career of Louis Cardelli, 17 
years old, an electrician’s helper, was 
brought to a halt: yesterday forenoon 
when he was arrésted for the slaying 
of Demosthenes Santus Thursday night 
in an attempt to hold up the small 
jewelry store conducted by Santus at 27 
Madizon Street. The boy was 
in the home of an aunt at 1,109 Second 
Avenue, whither he had been*spirited in 
a taxicab shortly before dawn by his 
mother, Mrs. Amelia Cardella, from 
their home at 9 Henry Street. 

Hardly had Detective Sergeants 
O’Leary, Kemp and Strojahann of the 
Oak: Street Station surprised. Cardella, 
While he was asleep in-the Second, Ave- 
nue apartment, when he admitted killing 
the jeweler and told of having suffered 
a bullet wound in the left thigh in the 
struggle with Santus for his. pistol, 
which preceded the death of Santus. 

He also volunteered the information 
that for the preceding three weeks he 
had played the part of a bandit, and 
added that in that period he had “ stuck 
up’? six other storekeepers in the vi- 
cinity of Thursday night's slaying. He 
said that in every instance he used a 
pistol which he had obtained from a 
mail-order house in the West about 
three weeks ago, after he had read an 
advertisement iu a magasine.

HARDING ASKS SENATE 
FOR DYE RESOLUTION 


Writes Frelinghuysen That Con- 
gress Has Tied Administration's 
Hands on Reparations. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Declaring 
that Congress had tied the hands of the 
Administration, in -dealing with |.the 
Reparation Commission, President Har- 
ding, in a letter to Senator Frelinghuy- 
sen, Republican, of New Jersey, has sug- 
gested that some legislative action be 
taken to permit the United States to get 
its quota of German reparation dyes. 

The President's views as set forth in 
the letter. were presented today to the 
Senate committee investigating charges 
of dye ‘monopolies and lobbies and in 
connection with.an appeal of the Textile 
Alliance, once the agency for the Gov- 
ernment in receiving and distributing 
German dyes allotted. to the United 
States as.an associate power in the 
World War, for creation of some method 
by which the receiving of dyes could be 
resumed. The State Department, it has 
been developed, abrogated its arrange- 
ment with the alliance last December, 
saying it had no legal authority to con- 
tinue it. 

The President’s letter, which was.read 
into the’ record by Senator Frelinghuy- 
sen, follows: 

** At the moment my best judgment is 
that we will get no effective arrange- 
ment made except through a resolution 
by Congress. 1 quite agree that we} 
ought to get the benefit of such repara- 
tion credit as might come to us through 
the German export of dyes to this coun- 
try, through the Reparation Commis- 
sion, and we ought to protect our textile 
manufacturers against the grant of un- 
due advantage. w their competitors in 
the Old World. It would be easy to do 


this if Congress had not tied the hands 
of the Administration in dealing with 
the Reoeration, Commission. I am writ- 
ing to suggest that you confer with 
some of your associates with the a 
resolution which will deal with the dye 
question, definitely and directly

The complete report of railway 
earnings for 1921 yields surprising and 
instructive. contrasts. The ‘‘ guar- 
antee "' of 6 per cent. turns out to be a 
yield of a decimal over 3 per cent. 
Hereafter no man in public life should 
be\allowed to speak of a ‘** guarantee.”’ 
December gross earnings show a de- 
crease of $424,912/173, a falling off of 
22 per cent. from 1920. A surplus 
was made possible only by a decrease 
of operating expenses by 31.7 per cent. 
It is known to all practical men that 
** upkeep ”” cannot be starved for long 
Without injury to the property. A few 
more months like December and those 
who now ate demanding lower rates 
would call for more transportation at 
any price, and would call in vain. * 

The increase of net earnings, \ with 
smaller gross, produces the - most 
startling reaulte in the BHastern dis- 
triet. December contributed nearly 
$52,000,000 to the year’s net of $614,- 
000,000. Of the total increase the 
Eastern district ‘yielded more. than 
half, or $26,273,000. The Hastern dis- 
trict was Shot to pieces by the disturb- 
ance of traffic routes fot war reasons. 
The redistribution of traffic, into nor- 
mal routes has been progressing, and 
the roads which profited most by the 
war business naturally show less in- 
crease. The rich Western roads show 
an increase of net by only eight mil- 
lions. The Southern roads turned a 
deficiency: of; less: than. three millions 
into net of dver eleven millions.

FINDS HIGH PRICES LINGER. 


Living 57.7 ‘Per Cent. Above 1914 
Mark, Says Report. 


The cost of living in the United States 
on Feb. 1 was 57.7 per cent. higher than 
in July, 1914, according to figures com- 
piled by the National Industrial Confer- 
ence Board, 10 East Thirty-ninth Street. 
Between January and February there 
was'a decrease of 3,7 points, or 2. 3 per 
cent. ; between July, 1920, when the peak 
since 1914 was reached, and Feb. 1, ; 
1922, the cost of living dropped 46.8 
points,. or 22.9 pér cent. ‘ 

“Where was no change in average 
rents the country over between January 
and February," said a statement from 
the board, ‘‘and the average decreases 
in the cost of clothing, fuel,. light and 
sundries were very slight. Food prices, 
however, showed a more important de- 
cline. Since food carries a heavier 
weight in the! budget than any other’ 
item, this drop was the most important | 
factor in the decrease in the general 
cost of living within the month.”

It is the court of 
the whole State of Sanate It should 
be independent of all outside influence, 
as is the State Supreme Court.’ 

Judge Huggins indicated that at -the 
coring session of. the -Legislature he 
will lead the fight to amend the law, de- 
spite the opposition of Govéernon Allen.

While much has béeén heard of the op-

‘Eight ‘stills, having a combined daily 
capacity of 2,000 gallons of whisky, 
more than five times as much liquor as 
was let*out daily from bonded ware- 
houses in this State last January.

Pine ‘Brook, N. J., twelve miles from 
Newark. The plant was by far the 
largest and most complete discovered in 
this:part of the country since the prohi- 
bition law went into effect. ; 
Most of ‘the distilling apparatus was 
on.the main floor of the farm house,

2 DEAD, $100,000 LOSS 
IN EXPLOSION OF ACIDS 


Two Warehouses of Richards & 
Co. Plant at Stamford Burned 
After Loading Accident. 


, Special to The New York Times. 

STAMFORD, Conn., Feb. 24.—Fire 
starting from the explosion of a railroad 
tank. car containing sulphuric and 
nitric acid destroyed two of three 
storage warehouses of Richards & Co. 
here this morning. Two men, Joseph 
Hogan and Joseph Taxter, are missing 
and are believed to have perished either 
in the explosion or the fire which fol- 
lowed. The loss is.estimated at $100,000. 

Immense quantities of. inflammable 
‘solvents, such as alcohol, stored near by, 
were, untouched by the flames. The 
plant is used. to make artificial leather. 

The exploding of the tank car shook 
buildings in the vicinity and was felt as 
far away as Sound Beach. An idea of 
the foree of the explosion may be ob- 
tained from the fact that the steel 
cover of the manhole of the tank car, 
about which Hogan and Taxter were at 
york, was blown 600 feet, passing over 
a building 100 feet high. A section of 
the tank car, about 300 pounds in 
weight, was blown 300 feet north of the 
side track, striking a concrete wall of 
Baer Brothers’ factory sixty feet above 
the ground and rebounding fifty feet 
through the, roof of another building of 
the Baer Bfothers’ plant. 

Fifty workmen had cleaned away the 
greater part of the wreckage by 2 P: M., 
but no trace of the hodies of the missing 
men was found 

The Atlantic Insulated Wire and Cable 
Company plant adjoining was injured 
very little, but: most of the windows on 
the north side of the power plant were 
broken.
